REGISTER TUESDAY. 



Tuesday, October 6th. will be reglstra 
tion day in Maysville. 

Tbe polls will be open from 6 a. m. 
until 9 p. m , and all persons desiring to 
vote at the November election, or at any 
elections during the ensuing year, will 
have an opportunity to register. 

Tbe following concerning "who shall 
register" will be of general interest and 
information to the public: 

Every native-born citizen of the United 
Stales, who has resided in tbe state of 
Kentucky one year, in the county of 
Mason six months and in the precinct in 
which he expects to vote sixty days prior 
to the election, may register, but if by 
election day, be will have lived there 
sixty days, he may register and vote. 

Naturalized citizens of the United 
States who produce to the officers of reg- 
istration, if demanded, their naturalize 
tion papers, and who have tbe necessary 
qualifications as to residence, may reg 

8ection 1,478 determines the residence 
of a voter as folluws: "That shall be 
deemed bis residence where his habita- 
tion is, and to which, when absent, he 
has tbe intention of returning. 

"He shall not lose his residence by sb- 
sence for temporary purposes merely, 
nor shall be obtain a residence by being 
in a county or precinct for such tempo 
rary purposes, without the intention of 
making the county or precinct his home. 

"By removing to another state or 
county, with the intention to make his 
permanent residence there, he loses his 
former residence 

"So, also, he loses his residence here 
by removal to another state with inten- 
tion to reside there an indefinite time, or 
by voting there, even though he may 
have bad the intention to return here at 
some future period. 

"The place where the family of a mar- 
ried man resides shall generally be con- 
sidered his residence unless the family bo 
resides for a tomporary purpose. If his 
family is permanently in one place and 
he transacts his business in another, the 
former s hall be h is resid ence."

APPLES FOR SHIPMENT. 
How to JUNtd a Cur So Thftt the rruU 
Will Mot Bo Injured. 

I pile apples In 1(X> to 2>K> buahcl pile* 
■ nd cover with hay nml sort when load- 
ing a car; the poorer fruit Is emptied 
on boards, where they can be Kept 
clean and handled with a scoop shovel 

tmelling car will add 12.'. to the selling 
price of the, load «f apples. A 40,000 
pounds capacity car is 34 feet long in 
the clear by 8% feet wide. I allow an 
alley- way at one side two feet wide 
to within i% feet of each end. Make 
five partitions 4% feet apart and one 
■ft feet in the center. This gives seven 
spaces to fill with npplcs. Place six 
Inches of clean prairie hay In the bot- 
tom of the car. With careful handling 
from HOO to 1.P00 bushels of apples 
can be packed in a car.

It is a good plan to do thh in 
pitting potatoes, as they are better for 
not sprouting, whether they .ire to be 
eaten or used for seed. 

It is n good plan to select the potatr cs 
that are to be used for seed next war 
when they nre dug. This gives nn op- 
portunity to select tubers of the proper 
shape nnd size, and be sure of a supply 
when the time conies to plant. I have 
found it to be n good plnn to expose 
the feed potatoes to the sun before bury- 
ing them for the winter. My plnn is to 
spread them thinly ns soon as selected, 
nnd turn them over occasionally, until 
they nre green nil over nfld thoroughly 
spoiled for eating. Hy this exposure 
they become hardened, until they will 
stand cold weather better, nnd when 
planted, the plants send out stut^y 
stalks that, can be distinguished by any 
DM from those from tubers that have 
not been exposed In this mnnner. 

A place must be selected for pitting 
potatoes where the water will not settle 
about them duringthe hottest went her, 
for if this happens, trouble will follow. 

The snme plan does very well for tur- 
nips, cow beets und other vegetables 
that must be pitted. 

Apples should not be so thoroughly 
covered, ns they keep better if they nre 
kept about freezing-point; nnd if the 
frost happens to get to them, and they 
are nllowed to thaw w ithout being dis- 
turlied, it does not injure them. 

Potatoes that have been pitted ki- p 
perfectly after being token out in the 
spring, while apples will not keep ne 
well after being out of the pits ns those 
thnt have been kept in a eellnr or fruit- 
house— Farm and Fireside.

Two Thoni.nd Dollars Taken From ttao

La Oramdk, Ore., Oct 3.— The First 
National bank, of Joseph, Wallowa 
county, was robbed of $3,000 by three 
men, one of whom Is dead and another 
badly wounded, while the third It 
lng pursued by a posse of citizens 

At the time of the hold-up there 
were four vostomers in the bank. 

Cashier McCulley had occasion to go 
to the rault When he came back and 
looked up he was confronted with 
shotgun in the hands of a robber and 
told to throw up his hands. The 
tomers had already complied with the 
request, and he did likewise. 

One of the robbers leaped over the 
railing and opened a private door, 
through which the men were made to 
pass, and then lined up against thi 
wall. 

One robber took a position at th< 
door and compelled all passers-by U 
halt and throw up their hands. 

In the meantime the third robber 
had gone Into the vault, taking all the 
coin and currency, even to nlchels, and 
placed them in a sack. He then de- 
manded from McCully the keys to the 
private boxes and ransacked them. 
By this time the report of the bank be- 
ing robbed had reached the citizens, 
several of whom armed themselves 
and awa ted the appearance of the rob- 
ber*. 

As the robbers made their exit from 
the bank, Alexander Donnelly, a 
young man. opened Are on them. He 
killed one roblwr Instantly and wound- 
ed another, hitting him twice. The 
third robber hail the sack containing 
the coin and succeeded In reaching his 
horse, which was standing near by. 

He did not succeed in mounting his 
horse until he had dropped his gun, 
and then, getting on, went up over the 
hill* toward Prairie creek, afterward 
turning toward Cornucopia. 

The robber killed was named Drown, 
while the one who escaped was Cy 
Fltshugh.

rail* One Handred Lives Were Lost on, 
Perhaps Tan Thousand People Were

Jacksonville, Fla., Oct 8.— The 
West India hurricane struck Floridi 
Tuesday and though It lasted but threi 
hours at each point vlsitei. was the 
most disastrous storm experienced in 
Florida, The damage to property in 
the state alone will foot up a million 
dollars. Fully a hundred lives 
lost and perhaps 10,0)0 people were 
rendered homeless. The course of 
the storm was from Cedar Keys on 
the gulf coast, north by north- 
east to and through the thriving 
town of Lake City. Through a path 
fifty miles wide, few houses were left 
standing, the wind at times blowing 
at the rato of one hundred miles an 
hour, averaging 80. In this city, di* 
tant from storm center fully fifti 
miles, the wind for a minute blew on< 
hundred miles an hour and for five 
minutes seventy miles an hour. It 
Jacksonville scores of buildings wen 
unroofed and trees blown down. Th< 
storm had the characteristics of a tor 
nado. It skipped some places in it- 
exposed to the full force of its fury 
There a score of fishermen on thi 
sponge banks were drowned and tbeil 
vessels were wrecked. A tidal wav< 
visited the town and inundated it. 
During the tidal wave a fire broke

Th 
immense lumber mill of Eppinger A 
Russell, at Olustee, was destroyed, in- 
cluding stores and residences, and 
many people were hurt, though none 
were killed, the reason being that they 
sough refuge in a deep ditch traversing 
the town.

The Noted Preacher Eulogizes a 
Precious But Humble Stone. 



Uata* of Carbnnrla Art. Fassad and 



The subject of Talmage's sermon 
Sunday was, "Gates of Carbuncle," the 
text being-, lsa.. liv. 13, "And I will 
make thy wiudowa of agates and thy 
gates of carbuncles." 

l'erhaps because a human disease of 
most painful and ofttimca fatal char- 
acter is named after it. the church and 
the world have never done justice 
that intense and all-suggestive pre- 
cious stone, the carbuncle. The 
that Christ picked up to illustrn 
sermon, and the jasper and the 
phirc and the amethyst which tho 
apocalyptic vision masoned iuto the 
wall of Heaven have had proper recog- 
j nition, but this, in all the ages, is the 
| first sermon on the carbuncle. 

This precious stone is found in the 
East Indies, in color an immense 
let. and held up between your UJ4 and 
the sun it is a burning coal. The poet 
puts it into rhythm as he writes: 



Cod sets it high up la Ilible crystal- 
lography. He cuts it with a divine 
chisel, shapes it with a precise geom- 
oraetry. and kindles its fires into 
an almost supernatural 
beauty. Its laws of symmetry, its 
law of zone, its law of parallelism, 
is something to excite the amazement 
or the scientist chime the cantos of 
the poet, and arouse the adoration of 
the Christian. No one but the infinite 
tiixl could fashion a carbuncle as large 
as your thumb nail, and ns if to make 
all ages appreciate this precious stone 
He ordered it set in the first row of the 
high prie-t's breast plate in olden time 
and higher up than the onyx and the 
emerald and the diamond, and in i'.zek- 
iel's prophecies concerning the splen- 
dor* of the Tyrian court, the carbun- 
cle it mentioned, tho brillian- 
cies of the walls and of the tes- 
sellated floors suggested by 
the Hible sentence, "Thou hast walked 
up and down in the midst of the Btones 
of fire:" But in my text it is not a 
solitary speeimen that I hand you, as 
the keeper of a museum might take 
down from the shelf a precious stone 

the panel* of a door thnt you might 
stand and study for its uniciue carv- 
ings or bronzed traceries, but there is 
a whole gate of it lifted before our ad- 
miring and astonished vision, aye! two 
gates of it. aye! many |gates of it: "I 
will make thy gates of carbuncles." 
What gates? Gates of the church. 
Gates of anything worth possessing. 
Gates of successful enterprise. 
Gates of salvation. dates of national 
achievement Isaiah, who wrote this 
text, wrote also all that about Christ 
"as the Lamb to the slaughter." and 
apoke of Christ as saying. "I have trod 
the winepress alone." and wrote. "Who 
is this that cometh from Edom, with 
dyed garments from HozrahV" And do 
you think that Isaiah in my text mere- 
ly happened to represent the gates as 
red gates, as carmine gates, as gates of 
carbuncle? No. He means that it is 
through atonement, through blood-red 
struggle, through agonies we get into 
anything worth getting iDto. Heaven's 
gates may as well be made of pearl, 
a bright, pellucid, cheerful crystalli- 
zation, be

triumphul procession and everlasting 
holiday and kiss of reunion, and so the 
13 gates are 13 pearls, and could be 
nothing else than pearls Hot Christ 
hoisted the gates of pardon in His own 
blood, and the marks of eight fingers 
and two thumbs are on each gate, and 
as He lifted the gate it leaned against 
His forehead and took from it I . rim- 
son impress, and all those gates arc 
deeply dyed, and Isaiah was right 
when he spoke of those gates aa gates 
of carbuncle. 

What an odd thing it is, think some, 
this idea of vicarious suffering or suf- 
fering for others! Not at all. The 
world has seen vicarious suffering mil- 
lions of times before Christ cume and 
demonstrated it on a scale that eelipsed 
all that went before and ull that shall 
come after. Kachel lived only long 
enough after the birth of her son to 
give him a name. In faint whisper she 
said: "Call him Ilen-oni " which 
means "son of my pain," and all mod- 
ern travelers on the road from Jerusa- 
lem to lk-thel uncover their heads and 
stand reverently at the tomb of Kachel 
whodie I for her boy. itutinall ages how 
many mothers die for their children, 
who by recreancy atab clear through 
the mother's heart: Suffering for 
others? Why, the world is full of It. 
"Jump!" said the engineer to the fire- 
man on the locomotive. "One of us ia 
enough to die. Jump!" And so the 



aave the train. When this summer the 
two trains crashed into each other 
near Atlantic City, among the 47 who 
lost their lives the engineer was found 
dead with one hand on the throttle of 
the locomotive and (he other on the 
brake. Aye! there are hundreds here 
to-day suffering for others You know 
and God knows that it la vicarious sacri- 
fice. But on one limestone hill about 
twice the height of this church, five 
minutes' walk from the gates of Jerus- 
alem, was the sublimest can* of suffer- 
ing for others that the world ever saw 
or ever will see. Christ, the victim, 
human and satanic malevolence the 
executioner, the whole human race 
having an overwhelming interest In 
the spectacle. To open s way for us 
sinful men sad sinful women into glor- 
ious pardon and high hope and eternal 
exultation, Christ, with hand dripping 
with the rush of opened arteries, 
swung back the gate, aad behold! It is 
a rod gste, a gate of d eepe s t has, a 
gats of carousels. 

What is true In spirituals is true in 
umporals There sua yoang stan sad 
older men who hope, through the right 
settlement at this acrid controversy be- 



tween stiver and gold, or the bimetallic 
quarrel, that It will become easy to 
make a living. That time will never 
come. It never has bean easy to make 
a living. The men who have it very 
easy now went through hardships and 
self-denials to which most young men 
would never oonaent, Uuless they got 
it by inheritance, you can not mention 3C 
men who have come to honorable for- 
tune that did not fight their way inch by 
inch, and against fearful odds that 
again and again almost destroyed 
them. For some good reason God has 
arranged it for all the centuries that 
the only way for most people to get a 
livelihood for themselves and their 
families is with both hands and all the 
allied forces of body, mind and soul to 
push back and push open the red gate, 
the gate of carbuncle. For the benefit of 
all young men, if 1 had the time, I would 
call the roll of those who overcame 
the obstacle. How many of the mighty 
men who went one way on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue and reached the United 
States senate, or walked the other way 
on Pennsylvania avenue and reached 
the white house, did not have to climb 
over political obloquy? Not one. How 
much scorn and scoff and brutal 
tack did Horace Mann endure betw 
the time when he first began to fight 
for a better common school systcr, 
Massachusetts, and the day wh< 
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lived to thrill the 
tian eloquence; and of George Tea- 
body, who never owned a carriage and

firmities of nge were rapidly growing 
upon him. "He was not much more 
than 70, end in modern times many 
men. nt that nge, are fuJl of 
the Jews nt this period rnrely ouOlved 
the tluree score nnd tea of man's allot- 
ted time. Indeed Solomon nnd Manas- 
seh were, the only kings of Judah who 
survived the age of Co."- Farrar. The

Adonijnh, the. son of Hnggith, who 
had been born to Dnvid nt Hebron, and 
wns thus a man of lx-tween 30 nnd 40, 
hud become, by the death of Absalom, 
the heir to the throne, if the succes- 
sion wera d stcr ininctl by atrial descent. 
Like his elder half-brother, he wns 
famous nt once for his niwnly beeuty 
and by showing no fitness for the 
throne, intellectually or otherwise. 

Taking advantage of David's in- 
creased feebleness (1 King 1:1), he re- 
solved to mnke himself king. When 
Adonifnh thought Mb project ripe he in- 
vited his adherent*, with nil the king's 
sons (except Solomon), who seem to 
have shored his Jealousy, to a great 
banque nt the rock of Zoheleth near 
Enrogel. n fountain close to Jerusalem 
on the southeast, "in the royal garden,' 
according to .Tosephus, nnd probably 
near Silonm. Here, amid the mirth of 
the festival the cry was raised: "Long 
live King Adonlji.h." Jonb, the mighty 
warrior, nnd Abiathiir, one of the high 
priests, were among the abettors. 

But Solomon had been previously, 
perhaps secretly , selected by David as 
his most fit ting successor. Nnthnn, the 
prophet, learning of the proceedings of 
Adonijuh, immediately set to work to 
defeat the pjon. He informed Ba'h- 
shsba of what was going on, and she 
went to David and told him; while 
she was yet speaking Nathan himself 
came in nnd confirmed her report. 

18, "Then King Dnvid said, call me 
Bnthshrba," who "had retired ' 
lore Nnthnn entered, in accordance 
with oriental ideas of propriety, 
when Bnthsheba was again sent for 
(v. 28) Nnthnn retired (v 32.)"— Cook.

first shot was fired. He took deliber- 
ate aim at one of the robbers, shoot- 
ing him through the head. The tnao 
ran 100 yards and dropped dead. The 
other robbers retreated to the Malpais, 
their voices calling for theii 
comrades could be heard.
